St. Petersburg, Nov. 27.—The suc­ 
cessful mutiny of the 
sailors at Se­ 
bastopol, accompanied 
by the 
first 
Open revolt of an entire 
regiment of 
troops, has created the* greatest alarm 
In government circles and no attempt 
Is made to disguise the seriousness of 
this latest crisis. 
The army 
is the last prop 
of the 
government. Mutiny is contagious and 
the epidemic of revolt 
which has at­ 
tacked in turn practically all the units 
of the navy from Vladivostok to Cron- 
stadt, 
it is now 
feared, is 
destined 
Similarly to spread through the army. 
Ugly reports have been repeatedly 
circulated of sedition among the sol­ 
diers in Manchuria, and it was speci­ 
fically reported a week ago that Gen­ 
eral 
Linevitch had 
to put down 
a 
mutiny with 
considerable bloodshed 
and that 
subsequently 
he executed 
forty-two officers. 
No confirmation of 
this report was obtainable, but wheth­ 
er it be true fir not. the morale of the 
troops on garrison duty in Russia has 
certainly everywhere been shaken by 
the revolutionary propaganda and the 
fidelity of individual units, even of the 
guard regiments, is questioned. 
During the disorders following the 
promulgation 
of the imperial 
mani­ 
festo some of the provincial governors 
refrained from testing the loyalty of 
the troops, preferring to rely on the 
Cossacks, who 
showed no 
signs of 
wavering. 
Cabinet Holds a Session. 
Count Witte called an extraordinary 
session of the cabinet in the afternoon 
and another session was held at night 
to consider the situation. 
Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaievitch, president of 
the council of national 
defense and 
commander of the imperial guard, was 
present and 
this fact caused 
a re­ 
vival of the rumor that the grand duke 
might immediately be appointed dic­ 
tator, but it can be taken for granted 
that this step has not been decided 
upon, as it is plain that a dictatorship 
at the present juncture would be sure 
to 
precipitate 
an immediate 
armed 
revolution. Nevertheless Count Witte’s 
government, if it continues its present 
policy, in th- opinion of many students 
of the situation, will be powerless to 
cope with the increasing problems by 
which it is constantly confronted. The 
revolutionary 
tide subsides 
only to 
mount higher, 
and the extreme 
ele­ 
ment**-convinced that the government 
must fall, are raising their demands 
proport ionately. 
At midnight 
an official of 
the ad­ 
miralty stated 
that the 
reports re­ 
ceived up to thai hour showed there 
had been no conflict 
at Sebastopol. 
So far as the official knew the crews 
of the Black sea fleet were still loyal, 
but beyond 
that no information 
was 
vouchsafed. 
It is not known whether 
the troops which were ordered to pro­ 
ceed from Simferopol have arrived at 
Sebastopol. 
The Sailors Who Mutinied. 
The sailors who 
mutinied number 
about 
4,000 and 
belong to 
various 
equipages from the Twenty-eighth to 
the Thirty-sixth. 
Including the sail­ 
ors 
on board the 
ships there 
were 
about 8,000 in Sebastopol 
when the 
mutiny occurred. 
The troops in the 
garrison consisted of the Brest ami 
.Bielostok regiments with two battal­ 
ions of artillery and one battalion of 
fortress artillery. 
The Bielostok regi­ 
ment 
during 
the outbreak 
several 
weeks agr) fired upon the sailors, and 
at the admiralty no doubt is now enter­ 
tained that the mutiny was the result 
of the carefully prepared work of revo­ 
lutionary agitators, to whom the sup­ 
port given 
the mutineers 
at Cron- 
etadt, by the workmen of St. Peters­ 
burg offered a powerful* weapon. Profit­ 
ing by the mistakes of the mutineers 
at (’roustadl, however, those at Sebas­ 
topol 
took particular 
care to adopt 
measures 
to prevent their 
meeting 
degenerating into a drunken riot and 
so far as known both the mutineers 
and the workmen 
in the 
port have 
comported themselves in a perfectly 
orderly fashion. 
There is a strong impression here 
that intelligent leaders are at the head 
of the movement. 


has come and Russia's stronghold on 
the Black sea is in danger of tailing 
completely into their hands. 
The situation is very critical. 
All 
the shore equipages, numbering 4,000 
men, are 
in open rebellion, 
having 
driven away 
or taken 
their officers 
prisoners. 
The Brest regiment of infantry has 
gelid over in a body to the mutineers.

commander of the practice squadron 
supported 
by a company

the 
Brest regiment, went to the meeting 
aud when 
it refused to 
disperse or 
dered the troops to fire. 
Instead ol 
shooting the mutineers, however, twc 
shots rang out and Captain Stein oi 
the company fell dead 
and Rear Ad 
miral Pisarevskl received a ball in his 
shoulder. 


Mutineers Elected Officers. 
During the night 
the sailors with 
the aid of the social democratic lead 
ers, learning a lesson 
from the less 
prudent mutineers at Cronstadt, elect 
eri officers and decided 
upon a pro 
gramme, pledging themselves not onlj 
not to pillage, kill or drink vodka, bul 
to take measures to prevent rowdyism. 
Later they were joined by the work 
men of the port and at l l o’clock in 
complete order, the sailors carrying 
the 
banner of St. 
George, and 
th* 
workmen red flags, marched to the bar 
racks of the Brest regiment. 
The oft! 
cera of the regiment threatened to fire 
upon the mutineers, but General N ep 
lueff, a colonel and five other officers 
surrendered and were sent under es­ 
cort to the marine prison. 
Being reinforced by the rank ami file 
of the entire regiment the mutineers 
ami 
workmen 
formed a 
procession 
composed of 10,000 men and marched 
through 
the 
city. 
At 
Novissilstefl 
place the procession encountered sev­ 
eral companies of the Bielostok reg! 
ment with a machine gun battery. The 
mutineers 
approached, 
their 
bands 
playing the national anthem, and the 
soldiers received the procession with 
full military honors, presenting arms 
and exchanging cheers. 
But the Bie­ 
lostok men resisted the appeals of the 
mutineers to join them, and, obeying 
the orders of Commander Schulman, 
marched off toward the road lead int* 
to Balaklava.

Menaced. 


Sebastopol, Nov. 27.—The long ex­ 
pected mutiny 
of sailors, 
who have 
been on the ver^e of, re volt for months, 


remained with the mutineers and par­ 
ticipated in the meeting. 
Though the mutinous sailors have 
not submitted but on the contrary have 
received promises of support from the 
crew 
of the battleship 
Panteleimon 
(formerly the Knlaz Potemklne) and 
the cruiser Otchakoff and though they 
are

miralty Point, where the barracks arc 
lo c a t e d , there were no disorders dup 
ing the day and

garded as much improved. 


R egiment Deserts Mutineers. 
The mutineers have been deserted 
by the Brest regiment, which marched 
off under 
arms to a camp 
of loyal 
sailors and sent a message to Vice Ad­ 
miral Chouknin asking his pardon and 
saying they were ready to return tc 
duty. 
The crews of all the ships ex 
copt. the Panteleimon and the Otchak­ 
off refused to join the 
mutiny or tc 
answer the signals of the sailors on 
shore. 
The men on the ships named 
have not yet risen. 
The authorities have posted artillery

MURDER TRIAL NOW ON 


Slayer of 4rcliie Bailey Now on Trial at

Attracting Interest 


The case of tho state against Lorenz 
Mehrens charged with tho murder of 
Archie Bailey, formerly a resident of 
this county, is now on trial at Water 
town, S. D., and is attracting all kinds 
of attention. The details are learned 
for the first time here from the testi­ 
mony of one of the witnesses which ap 
poured a few days ago in the Minneapo­ 
lis Tribune as follows: 
“James J. Brown, witness on behalf of 
the state, was first examined. 
It seems 
that Archie Brailey was working for 
Brown,and he, in company with another 
laborer, went to Mehrens’ saloon in Wa 
verley, Monday morning, (let. IO, and 
Brown followed an hour or so later. The 
men laid around the saloon all day, as it 
was raining and they could not work. 
Bailey got into a difficulty with another 
thresher, who was said to have used pro­ 
fane and foul language in regard to Wa- 
verloy’s people in general, and Bailey 
whipped him. 
••It further developed in the testimony 
of Brown that Mehrens threw three boer 
bottles at Bailey while the boys were 
executing a war dance aroud the stove 
and threatened him with a revolver. 
Bailey claimed that it would take 625 
in cash to settle the pulling of the re­ 
volver on him. After a half hour spent 
in further drinking Bailey started behind 
the counter and demanded 625, catching 
hold of Mehrens’ throat or shirt collar 
to enforce his demand. 
Then the shoot­ 
ing took place, Mehrens tiring four times 
into the body of Bailey and then strik­ 
ing him with the butt-end of the re­ 
volver.”

.She* was reared in this city and was very 
well known on account of her devoted­ 
ness to the interests of St. Paul s Episco­ 
pal church, being a faithful member of 
the choir during the past few years. 
She was educated in the schools of the. 
city and graduated only this summer 
from the high school. 
She was especi­ 
ally popular with the members of lier 
class and with the members of the 
faculty of the school. 
Miss Pearce was of a sunny disposi­ 
tion, always cheerful and pleasant, and 
her friends were leigon, for the sun­ 
shine of her nature seemed to permeate 
everywhere.
